A choice had to be made. Nixon 
has a chance in Florida and the 
northern tier of border states if 
he has a moderate platform.

As matters now stand, the best 
thing that could happen to the 
Nixon campaign would be for 
some of the South to walk out 
and for Sen.

The GOP leadership from 
New York, California, and lead- 
ing Eastern states, where the 
huge electoral totals are, is say- 
ing this openly. If he is forced 
to amend a moderate platform by 
declaring his own differing po- 
sition, this, too, will be a political 
asset in the critical key states. 


Startling Convention 


This is a somewhat startling 
Republican convention. Never in 
its history, save for 1860 when Lin- 
coln was nominated, has the plat- 
form played an important role. 
In their planning for this one, 
the managers naively had allotted 
20 minutes for a presentation and 
adoption of that document. 


They made, too, another error 
which reveals their earlier atti- 
tude that the platform was a rou- 
tine thing. They arranged to have 
it adopted the same night they 
nominate Mr. Nixon. This makes 
for an evening of drama unex- 
‘pected and now painfully antici- 
pated. 


This miscalculation about the 
platform produced other harass- 
ments. The leadership had held to 
the old image of it because the 
Democrats had not then met.

Castro Is Invited 


To Red China

HAVANA (UPI)—Chinese Communist sources disclosed Monday 
that Premier Fidel Castro has been invited to Peiping. 


They gave no hint of whether 
Castro had accepted the invitation 
or whether it presaged Cuban dip- 
lomatic recognition of the Chinese 
Red regime. 


Red Chinese Premier Chou En- 
lai already has accepted “‘in prin- 
ciple” an invitation from Castro 
to visit Cuba but no date has 
been set.

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Nixon Challenges 
Test All His Skill 


To the national audience the Repub- 
licans seem to be afflicted with an even 
greater case of political schizophrenia 
than were the Democrats in Los Angeles. 


The angry man promoting the pulling 
and tugging is Gov. Rockefeller of New 
York, who prior to Vice President Nixon’s 
arrival in Chicago yesterday dominated 
the convention scene, He managed to 
maneuver Nixon into a position, too, of 
endorsing his platform views—some of 
which are opposed even by President 
Eisenhower. 


The revolt in the platform committee 
against both Nixon and Rockefeller pre- 
sents the vice president with the biggest 
test of his political career. Obviously 
there is resentment among rank and file 
party conservatives over the Rockefeller 
role and his influence over Nixon. But 
when the prize is New York’s convention 
delegation and its huge bloc of electoral 
votes, Nixon’s compromise is expedient 
for the short run. He will be stuck with 
it, however, in the months ahead. 


At this stage it is obvious that Gov. 
Rockefeller has forced a considerable re- 
adjustment of the GOP position, even 
though the platform will not be as strong 
as he wanted. But there is a greater ques- 
tion now before the convention and the 
nation. Who indeed is running the Re- 
publican show? 

It is apparent that the New York gov- 
ernor has won considerable concessions 
from the forces headed by Nixon while 
granting little in return. He refuses the 
vice presidential nomination, thus setting 
the stage for his political future as pos- 
sible nominee in 1964. For the present he 
has the convention upset and bewildered. 

Should a floor fight, led by Nixon and 
Rockefeller, develop over the platform, 
the standard bearer runs the risk of hav- 
ing his views rejected by his party. The 
vice president, who already has been 
forced to revise his campaign strategy by 
the strong Democratic ticket, now needs 
every ounce of political skill he is reputed 
to have. 


Abolition of Fee System 
Remains Sensible Way 


Ludowici and Long County are mak- 
ing another stab at shedding their speed- 
trap stigma. 

This latest effort involves raising the 
speed limit inside the city limits and a 
promise that no speeding arrests will be 
made either in the county or city unless 
the limit is exceeded by 10 miles per hour 
or more. 

This seems to be a rather odd way of 
coping with the situation. No Georgia 
community should lend encouragement 
to violating designated speed limits. 

The sensible way to fair enforcement 
and the end of speed traps in Georgia re- 
mains the same: Do away with the fee

But there is far too much negli- 
gence on part of adults when it comes 
to providing their children and them- 
selves with this protection.

Mark Anniversaries 


Cubans celebrate their national holi- 
day today. The 26th of July, the founding 
date and slogan of the Castro movement, 
is as well known in much of Latin Amer- 
ica as July 4th is in this country.

A more important but lesser known 
anniversary was celebrated yesterday. 
July 25th is the founding date of the Com- 
monwealth of Puerto Rico. 

For a great many years the United 
States had failed to use Puerto Rico as 
a bridge to reach the hearts of the rest of 
Latin America. Its long-time.equivocal po- 
litical status (which most Latins consid- 
ered pure colonialism), its depressed eco- 
nomic.condition and U.S. attempts to su- 
perimpose a “Yankee” culture on the 
Spanish heritage did little to win us 
friends in the rest of this hemisphere. 

Then in 1952 the island chose to be- 
come a self-governing commonwealth. 
The results have been spectacular. — 
Unbelievable poverty is fast being 
‘ 
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wiped out. Per capita income is now 
more than quadruple what it was 20 years 
ago. In recent years new investments 
(much from the United States) there 
have equaled 21 per cent of the gross na- 
tional product. Political and social liber- 
ties are a stark contrast to the absence 
of those in their neighbor island, Cuba. 

July 26th will reap the publicity. 
“Loud” revolutions always do. “Quiet” 
revolutions have a way of enduring, how- 
ever.

With urban populations continuing to 
grow and the demand for services out- 
stripping the means for meeting growth 
problems, the proposed constitutional 
amendment is an essential step toward 
bringing some measure of relief to mu- 
nicipalities. 

As Gov. Vandiver said yesterday, 
there is no reason whatever why there 
should be any impediment to prevent the 
General Assembly from granting aid to 
incorporated towns and cities on a formula 
basis to assist them “in executing those 
projects which are, actually, of state- 
wide interest and concern.”

GOP Is Looking 
To Its Heartland 


CHICAGO — An atmosphere of remem- 
brance, of nostalgia and of homecoming over- qq. 
hangs the Republican National Convention. The —- 
convention oddly suits Chicago and Chicago oddly suits the conven- 
tion. For if this sprawling, brawling city itself is traditionally an 


urban Democratic stronghold, this is far more than merely a city. 


It is the capital of a vast area 
called the American Middle West 
—and it is the capital, still, of the 
Republican Party. - 

The Middle West is the heart- 
land of Republicanism, the birth 
place of the Grand Old Party and 
the spiritual home of the first 
Republican President, Abraham 
Lincoln, whose nomination oc- 
curred just a hundred years ago. 

Chicago, in a word, is the more 
or less inevitable national meet- 
ing place for the Republicans. 
So it is the seat of many mixed 
memories for them. For example, 
it was here that the Republicans 
marshaled in 1952, after 20 years 
in exile from the White House, to 
begin a triumphant march back 
with the nomination of Gen. Ei- 
senhower. 

It was here also, in that same 
year, that the brilliantly wrong- 
headed, the brave and honorable 
“Mr. Republican,” the late Sen. 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, suffered a 
last and movingly gallant defeat 
in his long and doomed ambition 
to reach the presidency. 

It is an easy writer’s cliche to 
proclaim that ghosts are in such 
a place as this. But, forgive the 
hackneyed expression if you will, 
they do hover here all the same. 
As a bystander I, for one, can 
still see, as though this were yes- 
terday, the frantic movements 
back and forward over this city 
of eight long years ago as the 
massive Taft and Eisenhower 
forces grappled in combat for the 
mind of the Republican Party. 

In the thick of action always, 
day and night, stood Taft. His own 
commander, his own chief of 
staff, he strode caucus room and 
corridors, the endless lights glint- 
ing on his eyeglasses as he bat- 
tled for Robert Taft and Robert 
Taft’s concept of what the party 
should be. Removed from the 
public eye and from the public pit 


of action, Eisenhower was op- 
erating wholly through his ad- 
visers, 

Taft’s basic strength was Mid- 
die Western; Eisenhower’s was 
Eastern. So when the smoke had 
cleared, the losers, for the rec- 
ord, were Taft and the Middle 
West: the winners, Eisenhower 
and the East. Now, looking back 
on the past Chicago from the Chi- 
cago of the present, one sees that 
the victory was far from total. 
The Eastern or ‘‘modern’’ Re- 
publicans had won a great battle 
but not an ultimate war. 


For the new Republican presi- 
dential nominee about to emerge 
from these less-than-frantic pres- 
ent proceedings, Richard M. 
Nixon, is a bridge and blend be- 
tween the Taft Old Guard and 
the Eastern New Guard. Taft was 
beaten here, yes. But Taft Re- 
publicanism, diluted perhaps, still 
lives on here. 

And once again—as always 
when they are really in trouble— 
it is to the Middle West that the 
Republicans have returned. They 
have looked homeward to the real 
capital of the GOP; they have 
come home again.

Is a Judge in Authority? 


Members of the Georgia Press Assn. have gone on record as 
roundly condemning the arbitrary limitation of the freedom of the 
press by Fulton Superior Court Judge Durwood Pye and in pro- 
testing a State Supreme Court ruling upholding him. 


Judge Pye, who has carried on 
a personal] feud with the press for 
some time, ruled that his powers 
to regulate court procedures ex- 
tend to the public streets and 
sidewalks adjacent to the court- 
house. 


No one, of course, questions the 
right of a judge to maintain or- 
der in his courtroom and to take 
all necessary steps to preserve 
its dignity, but it seems incredible 
that this power should apply to the 
public streets near by.’ 

The question has properly been 
raised, if the courts can limit ac- 
tivities of the press and public on 
public streets and sidewalks 
around the courthouse, then what 
is to prevent them from also 
regulating free speech and .as- 
sembly, commerce and other ac- 
tivity in any given area.

Mr, Khrushchev killed the hope. 


But his ruthless torpedoing of 
the Paris meeting was evidence 
of the failure of his foreign policy, 
not ours. His strategy for at least 
two years had been the old one of 
trying to conquer the West by di- 
viding it. He tried his best to set 
our allies against each other and 
against us. He came to our coun- 
try and talked about peace and 
friendship, trying to whittle down 
our resolution and soothe us into 
relaxed slumber. He did not suc- 
ceed. 


When Mr. Khrushchev knew be- 
fore the Paris conference con- 
vened that he had failed to divide, 
deceive or soften up the free pow- 
ers, he had no choice but to break 
the conference up. Otherwise, he 
would either have had to back 
down on West Berlin, or actually 
start a war. Either would have 
been fatal to him. His scuttling of 
the Paris conference and his vio- 
lent efforts to pin the blame on 
us were proof positive, not of our 
weakness, but of our strength. 


Deception Exposed 


With the bald deception of 
Khrushchev’s peace offensive ex- 
posed at Paris by himself, he had 
to change his tactics and make a 
third effort to divide and conquer. 
He is now moving heaven and 
earth to achieve by subversion 
among the weaker and more vul- 
nerable nations of the free world 
coalition what he could not 
achieve by division of the strong- 
er powers, He is trying to upset 
free governments, one by one, by 
ordering into action the apparatus 
the Communists have been sys- 
tematically building and training 
in all other countries for decades, 
for the very purpose now revealed 
so in Japan and Cuba. 


Why did the Communists have 
to cancel President Eisenhower's 
visit to Russia and resort to such 
violent measures in Japan to pre- 
vent his yisit there? Not because 
of the ineffectiveness of the Presi-

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cent looking, that would weaken 
the free world. 


The second answer is that no 
previous president has faced a 
Communist conspiracy that was 
strong and arrogant enough to 
take such action as Mr. Khru- 
shchev took. 


And how did the Communist 
conspiracy get so strong and ar- 


-|rogant? That cannot be laid at 


the door of Republicans. Look 
again at the record. 


I would rather not go over the 
mistakes of the past; there’s 
more than enough to talk about 
regarding the future. But if Re- 
publicans are to be charged with 
inability to deal with the forces 
of aggression which those who 
make the charges helped to build 
up, then we owe it to the truth to 
set the record straight. 


The trouble we are in with the 
Communists is exactly the trou- 
ble that Republicans warned for 
years before 1952 would develop 
if we followed the course that 
was followed. 


It wasn’t Republicans who rec- 
ognized the Soviet Union in 1933 
and gave it acceptance into our 
country and world society as if it 
were a respectable and depend- 
able member thereof. 


It wasn’t Republicans who, at 
Tehran, against the urgent advice 
of Mr. Churchill, agreed to give 
the Russians a free hand in the 
Balkans. 


It wasn’t Republicans who se- 
cretly divided Poland and gave 
half of it to the Soviet Union. 


It wasn’t Republicans who 
agreed to the Communist take- 
over of a hundred million people 
in eastern Europe who are not 
Russian. 


It wasn’t a Republican admniis- 
tration which at Potsdam gave 
the Soviet Union East Germany 
and left West Berlin cut off from 
the rest of the free world.

We must let loose in the world 
the dynamic forces of freedom in 
our days as our forefathers did 
in theirs, causing people every- 
where to look toward the Amer- 
ican dream. 


Men have always found ways 
to bring down tyrants in the past; 
men will find ways to bring down 
today’s tyrants, if only we don’t 
build up the tyrants! In short, 
we have a good strategy for hold- 
ing. But we cannot hope to win in 
the end just by holding. We must 
develop a strategy for victory! 


A new chapter has not been 
opened by Khrushchev. The So- 
viet Union stands naked before 
the world today, self - exposed, 
its objectives and its unchanging 
methods of deception and trick- 
ery revealed by its own acts. 


It is going to require stronger 
approaches, different strategies, 
new tactics by someone who has 
proved he understands commu- 
nism. 


America has the brains, she 
has the wealth, she has the weap- 
ons. Who can best galvanize into 
rocklike firmness her will? 


I am confident that the nearer 
our people come to election day 
next November, the more they 
will become convinced that the 
course of wisdom and sureness 
is to continue to entrust the des- 
tiny of our nation to steady, com- 
potent, experienced, principled 
Republican hands.

Our workers have better food 
and clothing for themselves and 
their families, more homes, more 
automobiles, more refrigerators, 
more TVs, more free time for 
study, for recreation, for sports, 
for travel, for whatever. The rec- 
ord is clear that labor has done 
better under this Republican ad- 
ministration than in all its previ- 
ous history. 


Personal income, the money 
that goes into your pockets, has 
gone up a whopping 33 per cent— 
from $301 billion in 1952 to $420 
billion in 1960—and in constant 
dollars. 


A Larger Share 


Furthermore, a larger share of 
that higher income than ever 
before, more than 4 per cent 
larger, goes now into the pay 
envelopes of workers.

Many Americans have come to 
think that our two major par- 
ties are, after all, just about 
the same. But it is not so. The 
main difference between them, 
as I said in the beginning, is 
not over good ends. The differ- 
ence, and it is a profound one, 
is over means. Which are the 
right ways to get the good ends? 


We Republicans deeply believe 
that the first function of our 
government is to protect the lib- 
erty of the individual citizen, 
not to take it away. 


There have never been but two 
basic philosophies of government 
—government from the bottom 
up, and government from the top 
down. Our fathers believed and 
so do we Republicans, that most 
problems can best be solved by 
the people themselves. 


One philosophy puts its pri- 
mary faith in government offi- 
cials. The other puts its primary 
faith in the good sense and the 
capabilities of our people. 


One group begins with the as- 
sumption that the more complex 
and complicated a society be- 
comes, the more its control and 
management must be centralized 
in an increasingly powerful gov- 
ernment. 


We Republicans begin with the 
same premises and come to ex- 
actly the opposite conclusion; 
namely, that the more complex 
and complicated a society, the 
more impossible it is for any 
centrally located group of men— 
no matter how able or devoted 
or sincere—even to grasp all the 
details of the complicated prob- 
lems, to say nothing of handling 
those details from Washington. 

We are not against adequate 
federal government. There must 
be such government to prevent 
abuses of power. We merely 
want to keep it limited to its 
proper fields, so that the liberty 
of individuals will be protected. 
The Republiean Party stands for 
liberty. 

In the Democratic convention 
you heard a lot about Woodrow 
Wilson. What aid he, a real stu- 
dent of government, think on this 
issue? In a speech in New York 
in 1912 he said, “Liberty has 
never come from the government. 
Liberty has always come from the 
subjects of the government. The 
history of liberty is a history of 
resistance. The history of liberty 
is a history of the limitation of 

power, not the in- 
crease of it.” 

Nobody has said it better than 
that. Yet we now see those who 
claim to be the followers of Wil- 
son insisting that the way to ex- 
liberty is to increase the 
powers of government. 


man, like Jack Kennedy, to be- 
come president. 


This is why it is possible in 
America for the son of a poor 
man, like Dick Nixon, to become 
president. 


Republicans believe that the 
government is best, not which 
does most for its citizens directly, 
but which makes it possible for 
most citizens to do most for 
themselves — and then assists 
with those who, for whatever rea- 
son, cannot provide the basic 
necessities for themselves. 


I think we can state it as a 
law, that whenever a _ govern- 
ment does for its citizens that 
which they have the capacity to 
do for themselves, individually 
and in groups, it begins to de- 
stroy both their capacity and 
their incentive to do for them- 
selves. It begins to weaken rather 
than to strengthen the foundations 
of freedom and the means of 
progress. 


I can work my girl’s arithmetic 
problem better for her than she 
can work it for herself. I can 
get the right answer almost every 
time. And she would like to have 
me do it for her. She’d even vote 
for me if I would. But I don’t do 
it! Not because I don’t love her 
or want her to succeed—but be- 
cause I do. 


Abraham Lincoln at Gettysburg 
said, “Now we are engaged in a 
great civil war testing’’—testing, 
among other things, whether gov- 
ernment of the people and by the 
people and, therefore, for the 
people can long endure. 


Lincoln and the Republican 
Party led our country through the 
crisis of 100 years ago. Now we 
are engaged in a greater conflict 
—the whole planet is in the throes 
of the mightiest conflict in all 
history. It is a world civil war.

Planks on immigration and hu- 
man needs were released, the 
latter carrying the controversial 
recommendation on medical care 
for the aged. The latter calls for 
aid to those “‘needing it’—a de- 
parture from the Nixon-Rocke- 
feller 14-point statement. 

In its immigration plank, the

It was my fate to make the 
decision to use the first atomic 
bomb to bring about the end of a 
terrible war. 

ROOSEVELT CITED 

When President Roosevelt au- 
thorized the undertaking to 
develop an atomic bomb, he had 
but one p hasten the 
winning of a war that had been 
forced upon us. 


We were in a frenzied race with 
Nazi Germany to be the first to 
produce an atomic weapon. At 
that time the Germans were be- 
lieved to be ahead of us. We knew

At Potsdam Stalin had in- 
formed me that it would take 
three months before Russia could 
be ready to open a second front 
against Japan. And during the 
Potsdam conference I consulted 
with Prime Minister Churchill on 
the use of the bomb against 
Japan, since the United States 
had shared the development of 
the bomb with Great Britian. 


Churchill and his military 
leaders were for using the bomb. 


On July 28, Prime Minister 
Suzuki declared that Japan would 
ignore the Potsdam declaration 


of July 26. In that declaration we 
had offered Japan the choice be- 
tween surrender with hope for 
an honorable future and “in- 
evitable and complete destruc- 
tion.”’ 


FANATICAL JAPAN 

The Japanese warlords were 
making a fanatical stand. And a 
million and a half Japanese 
troops were on the Chinese main- 
land available for the defense of 
Japan proper. 


It was my responsibility as 
President to force the Japanese 
warlords to come to terms as 
quickly as possible with the mini- 
mum loss of lives. 


I then made my final decision. 
And that final decision was mine 
alone to make. 


Almost immediately after the 
dropping of the second atomic 
bomb, the Japanese surrendered. 
The most horrible war in all his- 
tory, with its casualties mounting 
to over thirty million, was thus 
brought to an end. 


The big obstacle to peace to- 
day is the fact that the Com- 
munist rulers of Russia and 
China have been so concerned 
with keeping themselves in 
power and seeking to dominate 
the world. They have little 
concern with the peace of the 
world or even the survival of 
their own people. 


MEETINGS FOR PEACE 


The Russian people at no time 
had any reason to fear aggression 
from the free world. I can state 


- | unequivocally that the people and 


government of the United States 
have nevér had any ulterior de- 
sign against the Russian people 
or their land. 


As a matter of fact, three/|to 
Presidents of the United States 
made four long journeys to meet 
with Russian leaders, at places 
of their own convenience, in an 
effort to get Russia to cooperate 
in the interests of world peace. 


I would remind some of our 
neutralist friends, and those who 
are so easily impressed by Rus- 
sian propaganda and so critical 
of their true friends in the West, 
of a very important fact: Soon 
after the establishment of the 
United Nations, the United States 
made the most challenging offer 
in history to bring about reduc- 
tion and control of armaments. 

We were the sole possessors of

With the war at an end, 
Stalin and Molotov were once 
again busy subverting govern- 
ments. 


Cynically. using the ae 
Nations as a propaganda 
form, Stalin and Molotov sought 
to divert attention from their sub- 
versive moves by falsely attrib- 
uting the world’s growing ten- 


By refusing to agree to a sys- 
tem of international inspection 
and control of armaments, the 
Kremlin paved the way for the 
atomic and nuclear weapons and 
missile race. 

They thus destroyed the hope of 
mankind to take a first important 
and realistic step toward remov- 
ing the threat of nuclear warfare 
with its unimaginable horrors. 


For this, Soviet Russia will 
have to make full accounting be- 
fore history.

Blackouts 


Sometimes 


Are Serious 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M. D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I have had 
blackouts for as long as I can 
remember, but in the last year 
they have become more fre- 
quent. I suffer from dizziness 
and everything turns black 
when I stand up. Sometimes 
my head feels full and hot in- 
side. The spells last from a 
few seconds to perhaps a full 
minute. Although they occur 
at different times, they seem 
most severe after my menstrual 
period.—Mrs. J. T. 


There are many causes of 
““blackouts’”” — momentary loss of 
consciousness which can occur 
without a person actually faint- 
ing or collapsing. 


This type of problem as a rule 
is indeed annoying and may be 
serious, and it can, of course, be 
embarrassing. 


Some blackouts are mild con- 
vulsive disorders — often what 
we call the petit mal type of epi- 
lepsy. (The grand mal type in- 
volves the violent seizures.) In the 
petit mal type, the attacks are 
very brief and sometimes ex- 
tremely numerous. An individual 
with petit mal may halt in the 
middle of a sentence for a few 
seconds, then complete the sen- 
tence, not even realizing the 
pause has occurred. 


Another type of blackout can be 
due to changes in circulation. 
There is a sensitive spot in the 
neck which, in certain people, can 
cause a slowing of the circula- 
tion. A tight collar, or looking 
over the shoulder can touch off 
this sort of thing. (It is called an 
“irritable carotid sinus,” that be- 
ing part of an artery serving the 
brain. )

Some Tips 
On Washing 
The Walls 


Wall washing is never an easy 
task but one home-cleaning ex- 
pert has some facts which may 
help you along. 


1. If the wall is well soiled, 
remove some of the 
fore you start. One way is with 
a soft cloth wrapped around the 
working end of a broom. 


2. Wash in sections about 10 
feet square, finishing one before 
you move on to another. 


3. Set a pace for yourself. If 
you work too fast, your arms_ 
will shortly feel as if they're 
falling off. Too slow, and you'll 
tire just as quickly. 


4. Start from the bottom rath- 
er than the top. This may sound 
foolish, but rinse water running 
down a dirty wall can create 
streaks impossible to remove. 
On a clean wall they can sim- 
ply be wiped off. 


5. While it would be a rare oc- 
currence, never wash a newly 
painted wall until it has set at 
least 60 days. 


So far as tools are concerned, 
wall-cleaning applicators are 
now available for easier clean- 
ing, but the job can still be done 
with the old-fashioned bucket- 
sponge method.

‘DO-AS-1-SAY’ 


Here’s How To Keep 
Fishing Tackle Sound 


By CHARLES ELLIOTT 

Constitation Outdoor Columnist 
Here is one of those do-as-I-say-but-not-as-I-do pieces of advice. 
It comes from Allen Eckert, who holds forth up at Lake Norfolk 
in Arkansas. Allen is a sort of fishing tabulator, who each week 


gathers statistics on catches of big fish around 
the lake and passes them along through the 
regular channels of press, TV and radio, to entice 
more customers to the camps, to keep him busy 
with the statistics. It’s a sort of round-robin. 


But in addition to being a compiler of notes, 
» the guy’s a pretty good fisherman. Now and then 
- he comes up with an unusual tip which either 
~ pays off in fish or is otherwise beneficial to the 

.— average angler. This one is about tackle and is 
certainly worthy of being passed on. 


“By spending a few hours caring for your 

Chartes Elliett tackle,” Eckert says, “your equipment will last 
a very long while and be dependable at all times. At least twice a 
year each rod and reel you own should be thoroughly checked for 
needed repairs, for cleaning and lubrication. Here are a few things 
to note: 


s VR 43 


1. About once every two months rinse your rods in lukewarm 
water and dry immediately with a soft cloth. 


2. Frequently check the guides of your rod for wear. If grooves 
are beginning to form—particularly where monofilament line is 
being used, replace those guides as soon as possible. 


3. Frequently check rod windings. If the finish is cracked and 
the winding beginning to fray, a few drops of clear nail polish 
can seal it well. 


4. Rod ferrules should be cleaned and polished about twice a 
year. If the ferrules have become too tight, a little powdered 
graphite will loosen them nicely. 


5. Reel seats should be checked for corrosion and cleaned with 
emery cloth. Cork grips may be cleaned with warm, soapy water. 


6. Bamboo rods should be revarnished about twice a year and 
these should never be stored in a bent or strained position when 
not being used. 

7. Reels should be completely dismantled twice a year and 
washed in warm, soapy water. Parts may be checked for wear 
during cleaning. A light coat of oil should be applied before 
reassembly. 


8. Dry flies can be renewed by holding them over a steaming 
kettle. 


9. Hooks should be checked regularly for wear and their 
points sharpened. Never trust a dull hook, or one where the tiny, 
sharp point has been bent or broken. 


10. A few moth flakes in the tackle box will keep moths from 
getting into your flies and hair lures during long, inactive periods. 

11. Fly line should be stripped from the reel after each use 
and a light coat of good line dressing applied before re-reeling. 

12. Lures and swivels should be cleaned with fresh water, 
polished and retouched if necessary. Swivels should be lightly oiled 
occasionally.
